| World Trip Views

|Or. Hiram M. Savage Tells C.P.R. 

Staff of Conditions All Over 
Globe, 


Dr, Hiram N. Savage, of Berkeley, 
California, spent Tuesday and Wedne s.| 
day of last week in Strathmore as the 
guest of Mr. and Mrs. R, 8. Stockton, 
afld inspected the Western Bow Valley 
i:rigation project, 

On Wednesday evening he addressed 
the members of the C.P.R. irrigation 
staff in the headquarters building on 
“Conditions, experiences, and impres- 
sions of Great Nations, resulting from 
complete trips around the world.” 

Dr. Savage is one of the most out- 
‘standing engineers on the American 
continent. He was Supervising En- 
gineer for the U.S. Reclamation Ser- 
vice during the construction period of 
some of the big irrigation projects in 
the United States. Mr. Stockton was 
assistant to him on some of the pro- 
jects in the States previous to com- 
ing to Canada, and this accounts for 
Strathmore having the honour of a 
visit, 

In the course of a very interesting 
address, Dr, Savage gave his impres- 
sions on conditions in the various 
countries he visited, with special at- 
tention, naturally, to irrigation sys- 
tems. 


Egypt Is Restless 

Dr. Savage mentioned the great 
work accomplished by the British in 
Egypt in irrigating millions of acres 
in Egypt and the Soudan, but said tha; 
the Egyptians were very restless, and 
| wished to have conirol of the works 
themselves. which would not be to the 
jadvantage of the country, as they d 
not possess, in his opinion, ability to 
properly handle them. Unrest was 
very evident in Africa and Asia, and 
lit was a hard problem to handle, Cot- 
ton growing was being greatly devel 


yped in some sections of Africa 
He saw numerous wild animals in 
Afri 


ceros 


such as hippopotami, rhino 


| raffes, etc, He did not see any 


‘lions, and though he was only armed 
| with a jack-knife and a camera, he was 
| never in any danger. 


India 

india was a country swarming with 
people. Irrigation was a vital neces- 
jsity, tor the failures of the water 
/ supply in any year meant drought and 
‘famine. The irrigation systems there 
were immense, and were of the very 
latest construction. The white en- 
gineers of these and of the railway 
systems were, however, finding their 
situation unpleasant, on account of the 
demands of the natives to run the 
systems themselves, although they ad- 
mitted they could not do it as efficient- 
ly as the British. 

Mesopotamia 

The ancient “Garden of Egypt” had 

also been the scene of much engineer- 


ling and irrigation activity, The big-

gest problem in connection with irri- 
gation there was drainage, as the land 
was so flat that it waterlogged, 
Australia 

Australia was a country of great ex 
tremes of climate, Attempts were be- 
jing made to settle the northern part

Phillipines and Hawaii 

Dealing with these colonial poses 
sions of the United States, Dr. Savage 
said that the Japanese were gradually 
taking them over by immigration. 
Forty per cent. of the population wa: 
Japanese. Congress was letting the 
natives run the Phillipines, and in his 
opinion was making a great mistake, 
as they were not fitted for self-govern- 
ment. The natives legislature could 
overrule any recommendation of t' 
Governor's. 

Mr. Savage dealt in a interesting 
way with various other countries, and 
in answer to questions gave a short 
talk on the origin of earthquakes. A 
hearty vote of thanks was passed him 
at the conclusion of his address.
